At this time the "Belle" -was 


stripped of her cabins and rebuilt 
for towing purposes, having one 
boiler In the hold and one smoke- 
stack.

Then the "Belle" became 


the property of the Beverwick 
Towing Company.

tions of electrical forces were those 
associated with the storage of a very 
tiny quantity of electricity at a rath- 
er high voltage. For the most pre- 
cise quantitative measurements of 
such voltages Sir William Snow Har- 
ris devised 100 years ago an elec- 
trometer in which the attraction be- 
tween two oppositely charged metal 
disks was weighed by a chemist's 
balance. But almost simultaneously 
with his invention the researches of 
Michael Faraday on the manifesta- 
tions of electricity when circulated 
in much larger quantity at a very 
much lower voltage by dynamos 
swung the trend of thought in a new 
direction and led to the development 
of the electric power industry.
